The action of the Conference on Thursday requiring that 
the number of trustees for the proposed orphanage shall be 
equally divided between preachers and laymen, was, on motion 
of H. F. Chreitzberg, reconsidered, and the Conference, by 
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a vote, left it with the committee to choose the trustees from 
either laity or clergy. 

Under Minute Question 20, the characters of the preachers 
of the Salisbury, Shelby and Statesville districts were passed. 

The name of G. W. Callahan was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Conference Relations for the superannuated relation. 

Dr. W. F. McMurray, Secretary of the General Board of 
Church Extension; Dr. W. F. Tillett, Dean of the Theologi- 
cal Department of Vanderbilt University; Mrs. Frank Siler, 
representing the Woman’s Home Mission Society; Mrs. L. W. 
Crawford, representing the Woman’s Foreign Missionary So- 
ciety, and Prof. J. T. Trowbridge, of Brevard Institute, were 
introduced and addressed the Conference. 

Minute Question 4 was called and answered. (See Con- 
densed Minutes.) 

The class for admission into full connection was addressed 
by the Bishop, after which they answered the disciplinary 
questions and then were, by a vote, admitted. 

At 11 :30 o ’clock Bishop James Atkins, D. D., appeared, and 
the presiding Bishop (Morrison) vacated the chair to Bishop 
Atkins, who spoke words of encouragement to his brethren of 
the Conference. 

C. H. Ireland made the report of the Committee on the Lay- 
men’s Movement. It was discussed, amended and adopted. 
(See Appendix.) 

Bishop Atkins then surrendered the chair to Bishop Mor- 
rison. 

Mrs. Lucy II. Robertson, president of Greensboro Female 
College, was introduced and spoke in the interest of the col- 
lege. 

The report of the Committee on Temperance was read, and 
after an address on temperance by Rev. R. L. Davis, of the 
State Anti Saloon League, was adopted. (See Appendix.) 

Pastors in towns where liquor is sold were requested to fur- 
nish the local press with this temperance report for publica- 
tion. 

The committee appointed to recommend trustees for the 
proposed Orphanage or Children’s Home, submitted the fol- 
lowing nominations: 
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For Two Years — G. H. Detwiler,, S. B. Tanner, J. A. Glenn and 
G. L. Hackney. 

For Four Years — F rank Siler, N. R. Richardson, Geo. F. Ivey, J 
K. Norfleet. 

For Six Years — Harold Turner, C. H. Ireland, J. L. Nelson and 
S. L. Rodgers, 

The Conference confirmed them. 

The following resolution was then adopted: 

Resolved, That the Thanksgiving offering this year be made to 
our proposed Conference Orphanage, and where pastors cannot take 
this collection on Thanksgiving Day, that it be taken as early as 
possible thereafter and forwarded to George F. Ivey, Treasurer, 
Hickory, N. C.

On motion of H. K. Boyer, the report of the Board of 
Church Extension was amended so as to include the assess- 
ment for Church Extension for 1908. 

The name of W. W. Bays was referred to the Committee 
on Conference Relations for the supernumerary relation and 
J. B. Carpenter for the superannuated relation. 

The report of the joint Board of Finance was read and, on 
motion of W. W. Bays, amended by increasing the allowance 
for Mrs. J. 0. Shelley to $300. The Treasurer stated that the 
balance in the treasury was insufficient to meet this increase, 
and then a public collection was taken to make up the neces- 

\ 
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sary balance, and $71.45 was secured and turned over to the 
Treasurer. The report was then adopted and the Treasurer 
authorized to remit the appropriations direct to claimants by 
mail. 

Rev. W. F. Tillett, D. D., of Vanderbilt University deliv- 
ered a very thoughtful and helpful address on the subject of 
ministerial preparation, and set forth the claims of the The- 
ological department of Vanderbilt upon the young preach- 
ers. 

Bishop Atkins then delivered a parting message to his 
brethren of the Conference before taking his departure from 
the city. 

Rev. J. E. McCulloch, of our General Mission Board, was 
introduced and delivered a short address. 

The credentials of Gillie H. Christenbery, in Elders Orders 
in the Methodist Episcopal Church, were presented and he 
was then, by a vote, received into our Conference.

We have had before us reports from all the schools within the 
bounds of our Conference, and From Trinity College, Vanderbilt 
University, the General Board of Education and Scarritt Training 
School. 

Personal representatives have been before us from these institu- 
tions, and we are pleased to note the prosperous condition of our 
Conference and Connectional schools. 

The assessment of $2,150 laid upon our Conference by the General 
Board of Education for the extension of our work at large, remains 
in force. 

The money raised on this assessment is applied to our 
Correspondence School, to aid educational work of the Colored Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, and to strengthen our educational operations 
on the Pacific Coast.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS. 

Your Board of Missions submits the following report: 

The year has shown that our Church is becoming more mission- 
ary in spirit and more successful in her missionary efforts. For this 
we should thank God and take courage. Our church membership 
on the foreign fields increased 16 per cent, this year. Had we 
done so well at home our increase w r ould have been more than a 
quarter of a million. Including Domestic Missions, Church Exten- 
sion and the Woman’s Societies the contributions of our Church last 
year amounted to $1,144,465. The number of charges paying all, and 
more, of their assessments for this cause is constantly increasing. 

Our Parent Board has issued the call for $500,000 a year for For- 
eign Missions alone. In order to get this increase they do not in- 
crease the assessment but urge the Church to be no longer confined 
to the limits of an assessment, but enter into the wider field of free 
and spontaneous giving to this blessed cause. We are sure that 
this policy will appeal to our preachers and people, and lead to 
larger contributions. 

The effort to increase the circulation of Go Forward is worthy of • 
our hearty co-operation. We would also urge our preachers to at 
least investigate the plans perfected by the Parent Board for mission 
study classes; and w r e commend the effort of Dr. Chappell to make 
the Children's Visitor a medium of missionary information and in- 
spiration. Because we know there can be no real missionary zeal 
without missionary information, we not only recommend the in- 
creased circulation of this missionary literature, we also invite the 
active co-operation of all friends of missions to help fill our own 
North Carolina Christian Advocate with missionary information. 

We note with great pleasure the arrangements that are being 
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made for a great Laymen’s convention at Chattanooga in the inter- 
est of missions. And while we hope the Laymen’s Movement of our 
own Conference will not be narrowed into an exclusively foreign 
missionary movement, we are sure on the other hand that it will be 
just as much devoted to foreign missions as that of any Conference.

The reports from the General Board reveal increasing interest in 
Bible study and religious training of the youth of the Church. In 
our Southern Methodism nearly 15,000 schools, 111,137 officers and 
teachers and 1,084,238 pupils. The circulation of the various peri- 
odicals has made a net gain of 76,192. The Home Department Quar- 
terly shows an increase of 15,000. The House has planned for 1908 
the publication of a Primary Teachers’ Quarterly and an Adult 
Class Monthly, the latter being especially to meet the demands of 
the rapidly growing organized adult class movement. These period- 
icals will meet a real need of our Sunday-schools, and we cordially 
commend them to our brethren. 

The Teachers’ Training Department under Dr. H. M. Hamill con- 
tinues to grow in extent and efficiency. Earnest, faithful teachers 
will avail themselves of such assistance. Pastors and superintend- 
ents are urged to call attention to the course of study provided for 
the Bible Teachers’ Study Circle. 

The last General Conference provided for raising $50,000 to en- 
dow a Chair of Religious Pedagogy and Sunday Schools in the 
Biblical Department of Vanderbilt University for the preparation of 
our young preachers for the teaching function of the ministry. We 
earnestly beg our preachers to co-operate in this movement. We 
are requested to adopt as our motto for 1908 “A Children’s Day Ser- 
vice and an Offering in Every Sunday-school in Our Church.”

Day: Walkertown, $5.82; Bethel, Morven circuit, $5.50; Waynes- 
ville, $9.00; Biltmore and Beaverdam, $14.11; Spring Garden, $6.40;

REPORT OF EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

Your Board is pleased to observe from the report of the General 
Secretary that the growth of the Epworth League in the Church at 
large has been healthy, and in many respects very satisfactory dur- 
ing the past year. We are glad also to report that our Conference 
has shared in this prosperity. The reports of the preachers show 
105 Epworth Leagues this year against 94 last year. Of this number 
72 are Seniors and 33 Juniors. 

It is also a great pleasure to us to call your attention to the 
continued growth in efficiency and worth of our Epworth League 
literature. The value of the Epworth Era can not be measured. It 
is sound, bright and inspiring. While it has a large circulation in 
our midst, yet there should be many more copies taken. The Ep- 
worth League Hand Book contains all the information the central 
office can give concerning Epworth League work. We urge there- 
fore that every Leaguer secure this little book and study carefully 
its contents. 

We urge our pastors to organize in their charges the Junior Ep- 
worth League, and we would suggest to them and to the women 
of the missionary society that the Junior Epworth League be or- 
ganized in connection with the Light Bearer Missionary Society, 
and thereby make the monthly missionary meeting of the Junior 
League the meeting of the Light Bearer. Society. 

We would respectfully request the Presiding Elders of our Con- 
ference to especially emphasize the Epworth League work during 
at least one round of their quarterly conferences. They can do so 
easily when they ask either questions 3 or 28. 

The Epworth League District Conference is the key to the situa- 
tion in all efficient league enterprises. We do, therefore, direct the 
Epworth Leagues existing in any district to provide and arrange 
for the holding of a District League Conference under the direction 
and supervision of this Board. 

It is the purpose of this Board to hold a Western North Carolina 
Epworth League Conference at Hickory, N. C., sometime next spring. 
This Conference shall be composed of all presiding elders and 
preachers in charge and the president, secretary and one delegate 
from each League, together with all Junior superintendents. The 
Board offers the following resolution: 

Whereas. The importance of the Epworth League demands that 
its interests be kept permanently before this Conference, be it, 
therefore. 
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Resolved, That Wednesday evening of our next Annual Conference 
be set apart as the time for an Epworth League anniversary, and 
that this Board provide for that occasion a suitable program.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

The periodicals issued by the House at Nashville are of great 
worth, and should be more generally read by our people. We are 
glad to note the large increase in the circulation and use of our 
Sunday-school periodicals. We particularly commend the proposed 
issuance of The Primary Teachers' Quarterly and The Adult Class 
Monthly. As the publication of these periodicals is conditioned upon 
the number of advance subscriptions received, we would suggest 
that our Sunday-schools send in their orders without delay. 

Our own paper, the North Carolina Christian Advocate, is closing 
a year of growth and prosperity. The report of the editor goes to 
show that the great majority of our preachers have been very zeal- 
ous in extending the circulation of the paper. The careful co-op- 
eration of the office with the brethren has resulted in a subscription 
list in almost ideal condition. Considerable outlay has been made 
for new equipment and the new heme, which was nearly ready at 
the last Conference, has been occupied since January 20th. 

The subscription list now shows 8,100 subscribers. Your commit- 
tee thinks that the campaign to bring the subscription list up to 
10,000 should be prosecuted vigorously until at least that number 
is secured. The publishing company will continue until March 1, 
1908, the rate of last year, which is, briefly: All arrearages brought 

up at $1.50 a year, and then a year in advance for $1.00. Your com- 
mittee after deliberation can devise no better plan than the one un- 
der which we have been proceeding. We, therefore, recommend 
that the number necessary to reach the 10,000 mark shall be appor- 
tioned to the districts, and thence be re-apportioned to the various 
charges by the editor and the presiding elder. 

The following apportionment is suggested: .Asheville, 150; Char- 
lotte, 250; Franklin, 100; Greensboro, 250; Morganton, 175; Mt. 
Airy, 175; Salisbury, 250; Shelby, 175; Statesville, 200; Waynes- 
ville, 120; Winston, 200. 

The preachers are urged to secure these subscribers in January 
and February, because the $1.00 rate may be withdrawn March 1. 
There are two further reasons: First, that our people may as soon 
as possible read the paper; and, second, the contracts for advertis- 
ing provide for an increase of four cents per inch, each insertion, 
for every thousand increase in circulation. This increase, if the 
subscribers are sent in promptly, will provide against any loss which 
may accrue from selling the paper at $1.00 per year. 

The Publication Committee has met and nominated H. M. Blair 
for editor for the ensuing year. The committee takes pleasure in 
recommending his appointment. At the request of the Advocate 
Publishing Company, and upon the suggestion of the editor, we 
recommend the appointment of W. L. Sherrill as assistant editor. 

The attention of the brethren is again directed toward the Stone 
& Barringer Company, Charlotte, N. C., who are in position to fur- 
nish the books of the House at exactly the same prices offered by 
the House. It is suggested to the brethren that they let their 
orders take that course in order that the business may be sufficiently 
4 
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profitable for the company to continue this as a feature of their 
business. 

Dr. T. N. Ivey, of Raleigh, continues the annual publication of the 
Southern Methodist Hand Book, which is a compendium of great 
value to Methodist people.

TEMPERANCE. 

1. We rejoice at the many victories won by the prohibition forces 
during the past year all over the land, and particularly at the com- 
plete overthrow of the whiskey interests in some of the larger 
cities of our State. We believe that it is only a question of a few 
years when there will be found no place for the hydra-headed mon- 
ster in our whole country. 

2. We recognize the great work done by the Anti-Saloon League 
in North Carolina, and would assure the League of our hearty sup- 
port in sympathy, prayer and effort. It has enlisted without regard 
to political or church affiliations the sober, fair-minded, far-seeing 
men of prominence from the Governor down to the humblest munic- 
ipal officers. 

3. We believe the wisest and best solution of the question will be 
found in a State prohibitory law, and we, therefore, ardently hope 
and believe that in a very short time we shall fall in line with our 
sister State of Georgia. 

4. We urge the very early passage of the Hepburn-Dolliver bill by 
the United States Congress in order that prohibition territory 
already gained may be protected from the interstate traffic. 

5. We are unalterably opposed to the restoration of the canteen 

system in the United States army, believing that to put within 
easy reach of the flower of our young manhood a temptation which, 
if yielded to, will work physical, mental and moral ruin, is nothing 
short of a public crime. , 

6. We believe that our ministry should keep before their people 
this live, vigorous and at last popular question of temperance, and 
that they should make an earnest, persistent effort to liberate from 
bondage, present and eternal, the individuals of their community 
who have the drink habit. 

7. We hereby tender our sympathy and prayers in behalf of the 
Anti-Saloon League of Salisbury and other similarly situated towns 
in their efforts to banish saloons and distilleries, and trust that the 
time is not far distant when our fair State shall be entirely free 
from the curse of strong drink.

The Waynesville record shows that supplements G, H and K are 
not recorded; otherwise fairly well kept. 

The Statesville record shows the headline of the report on “Quar- 
terly” instead of “District Conference Records.”

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be taken as to blotting. We find no mention of tbe Licensing Com- 
mittee required by the Discipline. Otherwise well kept. 

The Franklin record was before the committee, but there is noth- 
ing to show that any District Conference was held either in 1906 
or 1907. 

The Asheville and Mount Airy records were not before the 
committee. 

We urge those recording the minutes to leave wider margins in 
those records where there are none, to side index. 

We also recommend that in view of the importance of our records 
from a historical and legal standpoint, that each Presiding Elder 
make a special point to gather up the old records in his district and 
place them in some safe repository.

It must 
be done! Eight hundred and ninety-four dollars and seventy-six 
cents have been raised this year, against $1,096.86 last year. 

Many charges have failed to present the claims at all to their 
people this year. We therefore, recommend that every pastor make 
a special presentation of this interest, and take a collection in every 
congregation for the American Bible Society, and that the month of 
April again be made Bible month. 

We further recommend that the following resolution be incorpora- 
ted in this report: 

Whebeas. The glory of our government and the perpetuity of our 
National existence so greatly depends upon the morals of our citi- 
zenship and our loyalty to God, be it resolved:

properly the Lord’s day, resolved: 

1. That we, the members of the Western North Carolina Confer- 
ence, earnestly teach the parents of the respective charges the im- 
portance of keeping children employed during the six days, and to 
remember and properly to keep the seventh by attending upon the 
ordinances of our Church and studying God’s Word, thereby bring- 
ing them directly under the influence of Divine teaching. 

2. That we make as interesting as possible the services in our 
«hurches, and that we discourage all outside Sabbath amusements 
and use our influence to enforce the law in prohibiting such amuse- 
ments as are carried on in defiance of law. 

3. That we see that the statutes forbidding different kinds of 
Sunday work be obeyed, and that we use our influence to have such 
laws enacted as to forbid the carrying on of any kind of business 
which tends to desecrate the Sabbath. 

We commend to our brethren the Rev. W. H. McMaster, of Penn- 
sylvania, who is now laboring in our midst as the representative of 
the American Sabbath Union.

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LAYMEN'S REPORT. 

1. That we recommend and urge every preacher to organize his 
stewards into a regularly constituted official board, and that these 
boards be required to keep a record of their proceedings, as now re- 
quired by the Discipline. 

2. That in all our stations that the first Sunday in every month, 
or such Sunday as the Conference may select, and on our circuits 
at least one Sunday in every quarter, there should be held prior 
to or after the preaching service a church conference at which 
time the President of the Board, or his representative, be required 
to bring before the body of the Church a status of the financial con- 
ditions of the church and other matters pertaining to the tem- 
poral affairs of the Church. 

3. That the roll of the membership be called at least once a 
quarter before the entire congregation, and that repeated absence 
from the services be noted and committees be appointed to look up 
the absentees whenever practicable. 

4. That when the district stewards shall meet in their annual 
session for apportioning the assessments to different pastoral 
charges, that there shall be three or more laymen, consisting of the 
Vice-President of the district and two extra men, to be selected by 
the Presiding Elder and the Vice-President for the district, which 
three shall divide up the district and endeavor to arrange to be 
present at each pastoral stewards’ meeting and by securing a special 
representative in each church in addition to the regular steward, to 
aid in bringing up the finances and thus strive for a full payment of 
all claims at our next Annual Conference. 

5. That a committee be appointed to draft a memorial to the 
next General Conference for a different mode of selecting our Boards 
of Stewards, so as to give the entire membership more interest in 
the selection of their official boards. 

6. That a memorial be drafted to the General Conference asking 

that the present representation to our Annual Conference be so 
changed as to afford an equal number of lay representatives to the 
clerical.

REPORT OF ORPHANAGE COMMISSION. 

Your Orphanage Commission submits the following report: 

When three years ago you appointed us to act as your commis- 
sioners in the Orphanage matter, we were instructed to confer with 
the trustees of the Orphanage of the North Carolina Conference as 
to the practicability of uniting with that Conference in the joint 
ownership or support of the institution they had established. We 
carried out your instruction by personal consultations and corre- 
spondence extending through two years, but without success. At 
our last Conference you renewed the commission with instructions 
to continue these negotiations. We at once renewed our efforts 
and in the light of knowledge already gained, submitted to the 
trustees of the Raleigh Orphanage a written proposition for joint 
ownership. 

After considering our proposition they declined to accept it, giving 
as a reason that there were legal difficulties in the way which could 
not be overcome. We accepted this answer as final. Having failed 
in this, it became evident that if we intended to properly provide 
for our orphan children, we must build our own institution. Con- 
ceiving it to be within the province of our duty, we proceeded to 
act upon this conclusion and have done all that we could to make it 
possible for this Conference to inaugurate this good work during the 
present session. Yv^e have, therefore, prepared a charter which we 
submit to you with this report for your consideration.

CHARTER FOR CHILDREN’S HOME. 

, Section 1. That G. H. Detwiler, S. B. Tanner, J. A. Glenn, G. L. 
Hackney, Frank Siler, N. R. Richardson, Geo. F. Ivey, J. K. Nor- 
fleet, Harold Turner, C. H. Ireland, J. L. Nelson, S. L .Rodgers 
and their associates and successors be, and are hereby created a 
body politic and corporate, under the name and style of The 
Trustees of the Children’s Home of the Western North Carolina 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, Incorporated, 
with power to receive, purchase and hold property, both real and 
personal, to sue and be sued, to plead and be impleaded, to contract 
, and be contracted with, and to do all other acts and things which 
may be necessary for the efficient management of the business of the 
Association and to carry out the intent and object thereof. 

Sec. 2. The first four of the above-named trustees shall hold their 
office for two years, the next four named for four years, and the 
last four named for six years, but their successors shall hold office 
for six years. The said trustees shall have the control and manage- 
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ment of the affairs of said corporation, and in their corporate name 
may sue and be sued, plead and he impleaded. The said trustees 
shall nominate their successors in office, and they shall be confirmed 
by the Conference. 

Sec. 3. The object of the said corporation shall be to provide for 
the control, maintenance and support of such orphan children as the 
trustees may desire to provide for; which children shall be received 
only on compliance with such rules as the trustees may prescribe 
for their reception. That the trustees shall have power to make 
By-Laws for the government of the Home, and may discharge any 
child so received whenever in their opinion the good of the institu- 
tion so requires; and that it shall not be lawful for any person or 
persons to in any way interfere with said trustees in the manage- 
ment of said orphans after they shall have been entered and received 
by them. 

Also if at any time it is deemed advisable, this corporation is em- 
powered, with the consent of the Western North Carolina Confer- 
ence of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to establish an in- 
stitution for the care, training and education of feeble-minded 
children, and a home for indigent and helpless old women; provided 
that they be operated separate and apart from the Children’s Home. 
When either or both of these institutions are established, the trus- 
tees shall enact such By-Laws for their regulation and control as 
they shall deem advisable. 

Sec. 4. That all gifts, grants, purchases, devices or bequests or 
the proceeds of such made to the said trustees shall be held by them 
in trust for the use and benefit of the Western North Carolina Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, for the purpose of 
maintaining the Children’s Home and other institutions provided 
for in this charter. 

Sec. 5. That the institutions herein provided for shall be located 
at 

Sec. 6. The trustees are authorized by and with the consent of 
the Western North Carolina Conference of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, to change the location of any or all of these insti- 
tutions at any time.

REV. JNO. R. BROOKS, D. D. 

BY REV. L. W. CRAWFORD, D. D. 

Among the really strong men of Southern Methodism who have 
finished their work on earth during the past year, the name of 
Rev. John R. Brooks, D. D., deserves a place among the first. At 
the age of seventy-two years, at the close of a long and success- 
ful ministry, strong in faith, with a ripe personal experience, 
he passed from labor to reward. 

John Rives Brooks was a son of Samuel and Sarah Brooks, and 
was born in Chatham County, N. C., January 12, 1835. 

His early educational advantages were such as he could obtain 
from the common schools of his native county. That he had an 
extraordinary mind was evidenced by the fact thot he led his 
classes, though they were composed of a number of boys much 
older than himself and who enjoyed equal or greater advantages 
and were both studious and ambitious. 

He was converted when about eighteen years of age, and joined 
the church. He had the good fortune to have been born and 
reared in the country and it was always a source of pride to him 
that he worked steadily on his father’s farm until he reached the 
age of twenty-one years. Soon after attaining to his majority, 
he went to Raleigh, where he clerked for a while. There he 
was impretssed that he was called of God to the ministry, and in 
1858 he was received on trial into the North Carolina Confer- 
ence at Newbern. His first charge was the Straits circuit, where 
he began, successfully, a ministry that lasted nearly fifty years. 

During this time he spent nine years on circuits, N eighteen 
years on stations, twelve years on districts and three in the 
superannuated relation. He was a delegate to the General Con- 
ferences of 1886, 1890, 1894 and 1898. He served several times on 
the Committee of Episcopacy and was prominently spoken of for 
Bishop, and in 1894 received a large vote. 

Dr. Brooks all his life was a diligent reader. He selected 
good books, made them his companions and stored his mind with 
valuable and accurate information upon a wide range of sub- 
jects. He was especially interested in the subject of entire 
sanctification and thoroughly informed himself in regard to it. 
He was a prolific writer. He wrote much for the religious press, 
sometimes for secular papers and other periodicals. His articles 
were always written in accurate English, with vigor of thought. 

His greatest literary production was his book on Scriptural 
Sanctification. This had a large sale, was widely read and it is 
believed had much to do in harmonizing the many divergent 
views held by different schools of thinkers on this much dis- 
cussed subject. The degree of Doctor of Divinity was conferred 
upon him about the year 1890 by the State University. 

As a preacher he occupied a place in the first rank — his logic 
was generally sound, his theology Methodistic, and his teaching 
Scriptural. He had a legal mind and few of our ministers 
were so familiar with our Discipline as was he. 
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He was also a ready and strong debater and was unusually 
gifted in repartee. 

Dr. Brooks was twice happily married. His first wife was Miss 
Julia Hastings, of Smithfield, to whom he was married in June, 
1863. His second wife was Miss Pauline Hill, to whom he was 
married in the year 1870. She was a lady of superior ability, 
intelligent and consecrated. She proved a tower of strength to 
her husband and an active, zealous Christian, who was much 
loved by all who knew her. She departed this lire in 1903. 

In the belief that the mild winter climate of Cuba would be 
beneficial to his health, he left Reidsville last December and went 
to Havana, where he remained for several weeks. Finding that 
the climate did not agree with him, he returned to North Caro- 
lina and stopped for a time in Wilson. Soon after he reached 
that place the weather became very disagreeable and he con- 
tracted a deep cold which developed into pneumonia. This proved 
too much for his system and he declined rapidly. He was room- 
ing at the hotel, but had the best medical attention and the most 
tender care from friends. He knew the end was near, and was 
ready to obey the summons. Calmly and hopefully he awaited 
the call to come up higher. It came, he answered and passed 
from the labors of the Church below to service in the life above 
on the 25th day of March, 1907. On the following day his mortal 
remains were taken to Reidsville, accompanied by the Rev. F. D. 
Swindell, Rev. S. H. Davis and Mr. C. C. Daniels. Appropriate 
services were held in Main Street Church, in the presence of a 
large and sorrowing congregation, by the writer, assisted by Rev. 
F. D. Swindell, of Wilson, and Rev. S. H. Davis, of Goldsboro. 
His body was laid to rest in Greenmound Cemetery beside the 
new-made grave of his favorite son. Dr. Eugene Brooks, await- 
ing the summons of the resurrection morn, when the mortal shall 
put on immortality and the terrestrial body shall be changed into 
the celestial. 

Only two of his children survive, viz. : Dr. W. H. Brooks, 

of the United States Army, now stationed in Cuba, and Dr. 
Fletcher H. Brooks, of the United States Navy, now on a vessel 
in the Pacific ocean. Dr. Brooks bequeathed $2,500 to the 
Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society of our Church, the inter- 
est to be applied to the support of a Bible woman in the foreign 
field and to aid a missionary training school. The suitable 
crowning act of his laborious, self-sacrificing life. 



REV. PAUL J. CARRAWAY. 

BY. REV. S. B. TURRENTINE, D. D. 

Paul Jones Carraway was born in Craven county, North Caro- 
lina, December 15, 1824, and died in Greensboro July 17, 1907. 

He married Miss Julia Ann McCotter in December, 1846, who 
shared with him the experiences of an itinerant life until March, 
1871, when she passed from labor to reward. In 1873 he married 
Miss Mattie E. Foster. 

Brother Carraway was converted and joined the M. E. Church, 
South, in 1843. He was licensed to exhort in 1844, and licensed 
as a local preacher in 1845. Feeling that he was called to give 
his entire time to the ministry, he applied for admission and 
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was received into the North Carolina Conference in 1849, and 
from that time until the present, a period of nearly fifty-eight 
years, he has rendered an unbroken service in the Methodist 
itinerancy. During this time he has served as follows: 

1850, Neuse circuit; 1851, Trent circuit; 1852-53, Snow Hill cir- 
cuit; 1854, Smithville circuit; 1855-56, Smithfield circuit; 1857-58, 
Robeson circuit; 1859-60, Sampson circuit; 1861-62, Person cir- 
cuit; 1863-64, Yanceyville circuit; 1865-68, Person circuit; 
1869-72, Tar River circuit; 1873, Louisburg station; 1874-76, Char- 
lotte station; 1877-80, Winston station; 1881-84, Monroe station; 
1885-86, Wilmington district; 1887-90, Charlotte district; 1891-94, 
Winston district; 1895-98, Greensboro district; 1899-1900, Win- 
ston district; 1901, Walkertown station; 1902-03, Thomasville 
station; 1904, Liberty station; 1905, East Greensboro; 1906, Lib- 
erty station; 1907, White Oak. 

In 1897 he was elected a delegate to the General Conference, 
which was held in Baltimore in 1898. 

It was his good fortune in early life to have been trained in 
the lessons of self-indulgence in the sphere of industry and amid 
the environment of plain, substantial living. 

While born with rather frail body, his long life of later vigor 
has been of timely value to the thoughtful. Reasonably temper- 
ate in all things, regular in healthful habits, including both ex- 
ercise and rest, and animated by a buoyant spirit of gladness, he 
thus acquired a strong, vigorous physical constitution and leaves 
the superb record of an active, useful life of over four score 
years. 

Within that physical temple was enshrined a mind equally 
noted for clearness of thought, tenderness of sensibility and 
strength of will. Without having a so-called finished education, 
he acquired that practical education that made his service rich 
in the knowledge of men and affairs, and in all good works. 

With such a body and a mind he had consecrated to God his 
soul and spirit in the days of youthful manhood. In vocation he 
illustrated the true and noble type of the itinerant Methodist 
preacher. He had a rich knowledge and experience of a long 
and a varied ministry — circuits, stations, districts and missions. 

His remarkable record of having answered the roll call of 
fifty-eight consecutive Annual Conferences is an index of that 
punctual, faithful service throughout his ministry; never hesitat- 
ing to cheerfully go and faithfully serve wherever the Church, 
through the authorities, called or sent him. His varied endow- 
ments and acquirements rendered his ministry golden in rich 
harvests. His preaching was “in demonstration of the spirit 
and of power.” He preached out of a clear, familiar knowledge of 
the holy Scriptures, of a true knowledge of human nature and 
out of the rich experience of a holy life, so that he could say: 
“What we have felt and sben with confidence we tell and publish 
to the sons of men, the signs infallible.” 

Like the old Methodist ministers, he sang, as well as preached 
the gospel, with telling effect. Many of us will remember his 
round, full and tender voice in singing such songs as “How Firm 
a Foundation,” “Saviour More Than Life to Me,” and “The Un- 
clouded Day!” For readiness and clearness of expression he was 
gifted, rendering him an easy, free participant in public meet- 
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ings, whether debating on the Conference floor or telling the 
story of Jesus and His love in the experience meeting. 

In fervent prayer he was a prince of God. In compassing the 
altar he got in tune with the infinite — in vital touch with God. 
His social qualities rendered him efficient as a pastor. He sought 
to come in friendly touch with all classes, and to learn them by 
name. By his cheerfulness and sunshine he made the hearts 
of others happy and bright. He was equally at home and help- 
ful amid circles of sorrow and trouble. 

Such kindness blended with his frankness of thought and 
decision of will. Throughout all he kept abreast of the times to 
a remarkable degree. He knew how to duly appreciate anything 
not from its age, but from its real worth. He believed in the old- 
time religion, or the new-time religion in proportion as it was the 
gospel religion. His youthful spirit gave a freshness of vigor 
that made his life heroic. 

During one of the great meetings, Sam Jones pointed at Bro- 
Carraway, said: “There is a man who will never grow old.” 

His desire to “die in the harness” was fulfilled. He filled his 
last appointment ten days before he entered into the larger life. 
Only three days before his departure he was making sugges- 
tions regarding his work. How he loved the Church! What 
beautiful and noble devotion to the cause of his Lord! 

“Mark the perfect man and behold the upright, for the end of 
that man is peace.” May his rich mantle fall upon us with an 
abiding benediction. Hail! Beloved Father! We expect to 
meet thee amid the heavenly hills of light and glory! 



REV. J. F. CRAVEN. 

BY REV. E. G. KILGORE. 

Rev. Jeremiah Fields Craven was born near Cedar Falls, Ran- 
dolph County, N. C., September 17, 1838. He was married to 
Miss Amanda Clemintine Gray September 17, 1865. 

His death occurred at his home near Climax, November 7, 
1907. All the living children were present when the end came 
except one son. Brother Craven had been for many years a 
member of this Conference, but had not been in the active work 
for the past te,n years or more, and had sustained the superan- 
nuated relation since 1900. 

He was admitted on trial into the traveling connection at 
Raleigh in 1874, and served the following charges: 1875-76, Ran- 

dolph mission; 1877-78, Deep River; 1879-82, Roaring River; 
1883. Surry circuit; 1884-85, supernumerary; 1886, Roaring River; 
1887-88, Danbury; 1889, Deep River; 1890-91, Randolph mission; 
1892-94, Summerfield; 1895-96, Yadkinville; 1897-1900, supernu- 
merary; 1901 to the end he was superannuated. He was or- 
dained deacon by Bishop Kavanaugh at Greensboro in 1876, and 
elder by Bishop Keener in 1880. 

During all these years he traveled as a faithful minister of 
the gospel and loyal son of Methodism, content to labor wherever 
the authorities saw fit to send him, and his name will linger long 
in many homes where he has carried the light of life and salva- 
tion, and many will doubtless rise up to call him blessed on the 
other side, who have been saved through his ministry. He has

finished his work on earth and gone to his reward in heaven. It 
was the privilege of the writer to spend several hours with him 
the evening before he died, and we found him possessed of the 
same spirit of devotion to the Church that had characterizod his 
long and useful life. When we first approached his bedside he 
said: “I am so glad you came. I want to pay my missionary 
dues.” He was always a liberal contributor to this cause, and, 
indeed, was liberal even beyond his ability, and always assessed 
himself a good sum both for the support of the ministry and the 
benevolences of the Church, and was one of the pastor’s best 
friends. 

He said he wanted me to represent him at Conference, and tell 
the brethren that his hope was bright, and while he would like to 
get well to be useful, he was willing to abide the will of the Lord. 
My associations with him were of the most pleasant character, 
and I feel personally bereaved at his going. I feel that I have 
lost a warm personal friend. He greatly enjoyed the recent 
camp-meeting near his home, and was very active in the work. 
He will be greatly missed in the community where he lived, and 
in the Church where he most frequently worshipped. His was 
a life of usefulness. Free from envy and jealousy, he always re- 
joiced in the success of others. I never was associated with a 
more earnest helper or a more thoroughly consecrated Christian 
than Brother Craven. Of course, he had afflictions as other men, 
but he bore them bravely and left the record of a devoted hus- 
band, an affectionate father and a faithful friend, as well as a 
consecrated Christian minister. 

His funeral was attended by a large concourse of people who 
evidenced their deep sympathy for the family as well as their 
love for the deceased. Brother Craven is gone to the great Con- 
ference above, where we can all meet him again. 



REV. P. L. GROOME, D. D.

Rev. Pinkney Lafayette Groome, D. D., was born in Rocking- 
ham county, N. C., on February 25, 1853, and died in Greensboro, 
N. C., June 14, 1907. n 

He was the son of Zachariah and Jane Groome, and the oldest 
of twelve children, ten of whom still survive. Pinkney was 
brought up on the farm and was a hard-working boy and hence 
formed industrious and steady habits. He grew up to be moral, 
and never learned the vices incident to city life. So we are not 
surprised to find that he made a profession of religion in early 
life and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

The school facilities at that day were meager. The civil war 
had just closed. The whole South was a field of desolation and 
many homes were left poverty-stricken, but with all these disad- 
vantages for even preparing for college, we find young Groome 
in the very bloom of young manhood at Trinity College, from 
which he graduated, receiving the highest honor of his class, 
being valedictorian of that distinguished class of 1877. 

He at once entered upon his life work, that of the gospel min- 
istry, assisting Rev. C. M. Pepper on the Lilesville circuit until 
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the following Conference, which met in this city in the fall of 
1877. Here he was admitted on trial and sent to the Wadesboro 
station. On November 26th of this year (1878) he was married 
to Miss Cora Broadfleld, of Salisbury, the marriage ceremony 
having been performed at the altar of this church, where a year 
before he had been admitted on trial into the traveling connec- 
tion of the North Carolina Conference. 

He was ordained a deacon at Wilson on December 7, 1878, by 
Bishop W. M. Wightman, and elder by Bishop George F. Pierce 
on November 27, 1881, at Durham. 

In 1879 he served the Pleasant Garden circuit; 1880-82, Stokes 
circuit; 1883-85, Mt. Olive; 1886-7 he was appointed agent for 
Colportage and Sunday Schools. 

At this early stage of his ministry he developed a throat trou- 
ble, which made it necessary to stop altogether or modify his 
labor, hence the appointment to the Colportage work. 

In 1888 he again entered the pastorate, serving that year the 
Granville circuit. In 1889 he gratified an ambition which he had 
from childhood, of visiting the “Old World,” and especially the 
sacred scenes of Egypt and Palestine. In 1890-91 he traveled 
the Farmington circuit; 1892 he served Waynesville station; 
1893-4, editor of the Western Carolina Advocate; in 1895, super- 
numerary; 1896, appointed one of the editors of the North Caro- 
lina Christian Advocate. In 1897, supernumerary, in which rela- 
tion he remained until death. 

His health began to fail rapidly in the year 1900, and it was 
soon discovered that he was a prey to that dreaded disease, con- 
sumption. He made a hopeful and heroic fight, doing every 
thing possible to lengthen his stay here with his wife and five 
children. 

Brother Groome was no ordinary preacker. He was original, 
instructive, and at times eloquent. He was / one of the most fear- 
less preachers I have ever known. He had a conviction and he 
would stand for it in the fact of all opposition. 

As a student he was apt, quick and brilliant. His record at 
Trinity College shows this. He spent about a year in Harvard 
University in 1894 and 1895. Later he entered Johns Hopkins 
University. Here his health failed and he was compelled to give 
up his studies after completing the required work for the de- 
gree of Doctor of Philosophy, lacking about three months. In 
1893 Rutherford College and Trinity College both conferred on 
him the honorary degree of Doctor of Divinity. 

In addition to the booklet referred to, he was the author of 
“Rambles of a Southerner on Three Continents,” which had a 
good sale and was highly commended by some of the strongest 
men in the church. As a writer he was sprightly and enter- 
taining. 

For seven years he has been gradually growing weaker, but 
much of this time was hopeful and always cheerful. But toward 
the close he turned his mind completely away from the earthly 
to that of the heavenly. He would say to those of us who prayed 
with him, “Don’t pray that I may live; I want to go.” Thus he 
lingered, anxious to go, and be with Christ. His mind was 
clear and he was enabled to talk to his friends in a whisper up 
to the very last. Thus he closed his earthly career and began 
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to live in that higher, broader and happier realm. For we do not 
like to think of Brother Groome or our other deceased brethren 
as being dead, but as having entered upon the real life. 



REV. R. H. PARKER.

Robert Humphrey Parker was born in Dinwiddie County, 
Va., September 6, 1839, and died in Asheville, N. C., September 
23, 1907. His ancestors were Worth Carolinians and he, while 
proud of Virginia and her history, regarded himself a North Car- 
olinian. 

On September 20, 1871, he married Miss Bettie Newman, of 
Wytheville, Va. Through all these years this good woman shared 
his joys and sorrows and proved a true companion. His final 
utterance on earth was an expression of devotion to her who 
ministered so tenderly to him through the last weary weeks of 
suffering . The two children are Rev. William Parker, of Phila- 
delphia, and Mrs. G. A. Greer, of Asheville. 

In 1857, at the age of eighteen, he entered Emory and Henry 
College and pursued his studies there till one month before 
graduation in 1861. At that time the chivalry of the South was 
hurrying away to war and young Parker without waiting for his 
diploma, received it later, turned from books and college halls to 
enlist in an Alabama regiment for service on the battlefield. 
During the four years as a Confederate soldier he fought in 
twenty-nine battles. He was at Gettysburg and was one of 
Lee’s seasoned veterans that campaigned around Richmond. He 
came out with a captain’s commission, but what was infinitely 
more, with a record |or courage and loyalty equal to any who 
wore the gray. Jackson and Gordon had no truer or better sol- 
dier than this youthful student of old Emory and Henry. 

When the war was over R. H. Parker was among those ragged 
heroes who had laid down their arms in defeat, but had surren- 
dered none of the essential virtues of their splendid manhood, 
and when the sword was beaten into a plow-share and the war- 
horse turned to the furrow, our young hero gave himself to the 
ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. While oth- 
ers toiled to restore the industrial life of a land ravaged by war, 
he was one among those faithful men of God who labored 
night and day to build the broken walls of our Zion. And 
where in all the thrilling chapters of Methodist history is there 
one to surpass the record of the Southern Methodist preachers, 
who battled with dire poverty, and foes within and without, 
during those terrible years following the Civil War? 

Brother Parker joined the Holston Conference at Cleveland, 
Tenn., in 1867, and was an itinerant Methodist preacher for 
forty consecutive years. Of these, nineteen were spent in the 
Holston Conference, seven in the Los Angeles and fourteen in 
the Western North Carolina. He served some of the most im- 
portant charges in these Conferences. Thirteen years were 
given to district work, two years on the Abingdon district, four 
on the Los Angeles, two on the Santa Barbara, one on the Frank- 
lin, four on the Asheville. 

Whatever his Church commissioned him to do those orders he 
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obeyed to the letter. And a man of more marked loyalty to his 
Lord, to his Church and to his appointed task was never num- 
bered in the itinerant ranks. He never sought to shun hard 
work. And he labored just as faithfully on a little circuit as in a 
city station, or upon an important district. And he went over 
the roughest mountain roads through the coldest weather to his 
appointments just as surely and as gladly as along macadam 
roads in sunny June. 

His sermons, as is the case with every sincere preacher, 
were a reflection of his character and practice. He did not prac- 
tice what he preached, but he preached what he practiced. They 
were carefully prepared and were of a high order from both an 
intellectual and homiletical viewpoint. He had no hobbies and 
his preaching took a wide range of gospel truth, but, as was to 
be expected, his most frequent appeals were to conscience and 
strong emphasis was laid upon faithful service. He was a 
strong, instructive gospel preacher. 

In the good providence of God he was taken from the active 
ministry directly to that larger life and higher service in his 
eternal dwelling place. And this was well. For the very thought 
of superannuation caused his whole being to revolt. It is hard, 
for the man born and trained for war, whose breath is the breath 
of battle, to lie by while the army is in action. The heavy sound 
of marching footsteps and the clatter of the hoofs of the war 
horse come to him like the shrill notes of the bugle call. He 
must be up and on to the battle. So it was with this gray-haired 
veteran. He, who had followed Jackson through the Valley of 
Virginia, before he mounted a horse as circuit rider, had for 
forty years belonged to Wesley’s legions and had proven himself 
one of the most heroic Knights of the Cross. He won 
his spurs amid the Holston hills during reconstruction days; he 
had seen service in the far West; he had marched with the van- 
guard in Western North Carolina; he knew anything better 
than how to beat a retreat. It was a manifestation of that spirit 
which has so largely characterized our itinerant ministry — 
that spirit which knew not how to surrender. 

In Riverside cemetery, Asheville, N. C., with the sim- 
ple burial rites of the Church he served so long and well, an- 
other weary and worn itinerant was laid to rest. “Well done 
thou good and faithful servant.” 



REV. ZEBEDEE RUSH.

Rev. Zebedee Rush was born in Randolph County, N. C., Janu- 
ary 8, 1821, and died September 7, 1907, at the home of his son- 
in-law, C. W. Wooley, near Mount Gilead, in Montgomery county. 
His body was buried in the family plot in the cemetery of Mount 
Pleasant, in Cabarrus county, N. C., beside the bodies of his wife 
and daughter. 

He was married to Miss Tabitha J. Ewing, daughter of Dr. 
Ewing, of Montgomery county, in 1856. Mrs. Rush died at Albe- 
marle May 12, 1886. 
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Rev. Z. Rush was converted and joined the Methodist Church 
at thirteen years of age. He was licensed to exhort in 1847 on 
Randolph circuit, Rev. John T. St. Clare was preacher in charge. 
He was licensed to preach in 1848 by the Quarterly Conference 
of the Randolph circuit. Rev. S. D. Bumpass was presiding elder. 

He joined the North Carolina Conference in 1849 at Oxford, 
N. C., was ordained deacon by Bishop James O. Andrew at Salis- 
bury in 1851, was ordained elder by Bishop Robert Paine at 
Raleigh in 1853. 

The following is the record of his appointments so far as I 
have been able to secure the list: 1850, Straits; 1851-52, Stan- 

ton circuit, in the Danville district, which was then in the North 
Carolina Conference; 1853-54, Newbern circuit; 1855-56, the 
Montgomery circuit; 1857, Jonesville circuit; 1858-59, Forsyth 
circuit; 1860, Uwharrie circuit; 1861-62, Montgomery circuit; 
1863-64, Guilford circuit; 1864-65, Randolph circuit; 1866-67, 
Deep River Mission; 1868-69, Asheboro circuit; 1870, Nash cir- 
cuit; 1871, South Guilford circuit; 1872-73, Forsyth circuit; 1874- 
1875, South Guilford circuit; 1876, South Charlotte circuit; 1877- 
1878, Monroe circuit; 1879-82, Mt. Pleasant circuit; 1883-84, Con- 
cord circuit; 1885-86, Stanly circuit; 1887-88, left without ap- 
pointment, but on the effective list and lived at Trinity College; 
1889-90, Connelly Springs circuit; 1891-92, Gold Hill circuit. 

At the Conference of 1892, held at Winston, he was granted 
the superannuated relation. He remained in this well-merited 
relation till his death. This record may not be perfectly accu- 
rate in all of its details, but it is nearly so, as I have been able 
to obtain the necessary data. There is no incompleteness in 
Brother Rush’s record as he made it in the faithful continuous 
service he rendered to the Church. He was on the effective list 
forty-two years. His was a fruitful ministry. He said, so far as 
he could recount, there were over four thousand souls converted 
under his ministry. 

I am not competent to do more than give a very meager analy- 
sis of this man of God. This meagerness will be the more ap- 
parent to those who knew him well. His character was so trans- 
parent and uniform that long association with him was not nec- 
essary in order to know him. He was always the same gentle, 
quiet and calm Rev. Zebedee Rush. He believed that Jesus 
Christ is the head of the Church, and, therefore, never got ex- 
cited or had any fears that the Church would ever fail to ac- 
complish its divinely appointed and divinely directed mission in 
the world. 

Humility, meekness and patience were some of the graces 
more readily perceived in his character. His humility was 
neither self-abasement nor self-diffidence, but it was rather of the 
quality described by Bishop Taylor: “Humility is like a tree, 
whose root, when it sets deepest in the earth, rises higher and 
spreads fairer, and stands surer and lasts longer, and every 
step of its descent is like a rib of iron.” 

His meekness was free from melancholy. It was perfect sub- 
mission to what he conceived to be the divine will. He never 
asked for favors nor ever complained of hardships. If he ever 
felt the sting of neglect or slight in his soul he never let an- 
other know it. When his appointment was read, he received it 
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so calmly, one would have thought that that was the very ap- 
pointment he was expecting to receive. 

His patience was not stoical, but the elements of fortitude and 
perseverance blended together. He endured as seeing Him who 
is invisible. He persevered as if the distant goal was always 
within the range of his vision. He had confidence in the Bishops 
of the Church and it never occurred to him to call into question 
anything they did or were supposed to do. 

He was educated at Union Institute, which afterwards became 
Trinity College. He read and studied the Bible and the strong 
doctrinal books of Methodism. He was well informed in the doc- ! 
trines of Christianity. He was conversant with the standard 
books of the Methodist Church and as a propagator and defender 
of Methodist doctrines he could be relied on implicitly. He left 
quite a number of written sermons and notes and sketches of 
sermons. His preaching was clear expositions of God’s word, 
delivered often with animation, but never overstrained. 

During the fifteen years of his superannuation he spent his 
time with his two daughters. His life was a benediction to the 
communities where he lived. Three years ago he was paralyzed. 
He accepted this as a premonition of death, and said he was 
ready. He regarded himself as camped on the banks of the divid- 
ing stream between time and eternity. He said he was walking 
up and down the stream looking for the place to cross over. He 
came to the parting of the waves and crossed over to the other 
shore. 

The esteem in which he was held was demonstrated in the 
large congregation that came to his burial. They were people 
who had known him well. He had spent nine years of his active 
ministry in that and the adjoining communities. Quite a num- 
ber present at his burial had been converted under his ministry. 
To others he had been a faithful pastor. They loved him for his 
work’s sake and also because he was worthy. They expect and 
assuredly hope to meet him in the heavenly world. His funeral 
was conducted by Rev. T. W. Smith, who had conducted the 
funeral of Mrs. Rush and daughter, a warm and intimate friend- 
ship having existed between Brother Smith and Brother Rush 
and family many years. 



REV. JACOB OSCAR SHELLEY.

Rev. Jacob Oscar Shelley, son of Col. Jas. T. and Martha J. 
Shelley, was born near Post Oak Spring, Roane County, Tenn., 
October 11. 1851, and died in the hospital at Monroe, N. C., 
November 22, 1906. He was the eldest of five sons, and is sur- 
vived by an aged mother, four brothers, a wife and seven chil- 
dren. 

When but four years old, his parents removed to Kingston, 
Tenn., where he spent most of his youth until 1864, when he 
was for a while in the army, though too young in years to be 
regularly enlisted. 

After the war he went to school for a while at Bancroft Insti- 
tute, near Chattanooga, and also at Lexington, Ky. In early 
young manhood he followed steamboating for a time, but that 
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not agreeing with his health, he was for a while agent for a 
large land and coal company, near Chattanooga. Had he so 
elected, he could have been connected with some of the great 
business affairs of his native State, for he had prominent and 
wealthy friends and relatives in the business world. But he felt 
called of God to preach, and with him that conviction overbal- 
anced all else. He chose the life and the lot of a traveling Meth- 
odist preacher, in which he faithfully remained for thirty-three 
years. He said he wished to die with the harness on, and to 
drop in his tracks in the middle of the itinerant road. During 
his last illness he hoped to recover and preach the gospel for 
twenty-five years. He dreaded and hated the thought of super- 
annuation, and perhaps the most painful experience of his life 
was his being superannuated at Conference a year ago. He 
seems to have gone rapidly down to his death from that event. 

• Brother Shelley was converted or reclaimed in a meeting at 
Whiteside Street M. E. Church, South, in Chattanooga in the 
autumn of 1872. He was licensed to preach by the Quarterly 
Conference of old Market Street (now Centenary) Methodist 
Church, in Chattanooga, in 1873, the Rev. James Atkins being 
Presiding Elder. 

In October, 1873, he was admitted on trial into the Holston 
Conference at Marion, Va., and was appointed junior preacher 
under Rev. W. H. Price, on the Newbern circuit, in Pulaski 
county, Va. During that Conference year his health failed, and 
at the next Conference, at Asheville, N. C., in 1874, he was nomi- 
nally appointed as junior preacher at Market Street Church, 
Chattanooga. 

Brother Shelley received the following appointments in the 
following years, in the Holston Conference: 1873, Newbern cir- 

cuit, junior under Rev. W. H. Price; 1874, junior under W. W. 
Bays, Market Street church, Chattanooga; 1875-76, Crossville 
Mission, on Cumberland Mountain; 1877, Jamestown Mission, 
same section of country; 1878, Tracy City station, same sec- 
tion; 1897, he was appointed to the Battle Creek Mission, in the 
same region of country, but was changed that year to the Wash- 
ington circuit; 1880, Jellico Mission, in the Ducktown region; 
1881, Highland Mission, North Carolina; 1882-3 (two years), Web- 
ster circuit, N. C.; 1884, Murphy circuit; 1885-88, Macon circuit 
(four years); 1889, Webster circuit again. At the formation of 
the Western North Carolina Conference, in 1890, he remained in 
the same, and received the following appointments in said Con- 
ference for the following years: 1890, Murphy circuit (which 

he had already served when in Holston Conference; 1891, Mur- 
phy station; 1892, Mount Zion station; 1893-4, Lenoir station; 
1895-97, Statesville circuit; 1898-99, Mount Zion station; 1900- 
1902, Norwood station; 1903-94, Connelly Springs circuit; 1905, 
Weddington circuit, his last charge, he having been superan- 
nuated at the Conference at Mount Airy, N. C., but a few days 
before his death, and in whose beautiful village cemetery he 
was buried and now sleeps to have a part in the “first resurrec- 
tion.” Here at Weddington ended the labors of this candid, sin- 
cere, upright Christian man. 

Brother Shelley was married to Miss Minnie Lelia Hyatt, of 
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Macon county, N. C., November 6, 1883, a most blissful mar- 
riage. 

As a preacher, Brother Shelley was typically Methodistic and 
Scriptural. He had had a sound, conscious conversion, and such 
he preached and recommended to others. His was not a mere 
hope-so religion. He knew in whom he believed. 

He was a useful man, and especially gifted in revival work. 
When in Holston Conference he had many revivals, and was 
often in demand by his brethren to help them in revival work. 

As a friend, he was brave, fearless, open, candid, and incapa- 
ble of doing anything that would not bear the searchlight of 
candor and fair dealing; not a grain of the sham or trickster in 
his nature. Like other men, he had his infirmities; did not 
always think he was dealt with exact justice by his Conference, 
but was himself incapable of an underhand hold, or of anything 
covert, or lacking in a fair “square deal.” 

He loved the church of his choice, almost as a son loves a 
mother; was well informed as to her doctrine and discipline, and 
jealously guarded them as a faithful sentinel on the walls of 
Zion. 

Perhaps but few men, in any of our older Conferences, ever 

I did much harder work than he; much of his time was spent on 
hard mountain missions, with but few or no comfortable 
churches — not even the log “meeting-house,” and some times his 
charge embraced several counties or parts of such, and one of 
them having nineteen regular appointments. 

His life was one of devotion, labor and consecration, and his 
end was peace. He rests well. 



Mrs. Mary Eliza Anderson, wife of the Rev. C. M. Anderson, 
was born in Clemmonsville, Forsyth county, N. C., April 23, 1828, 
and died in Morganton, N. C., December 18, 1906. She was con- 
verted in childhood and joined the Methodist Church, which rela- 
tion she sustained to the end of her days. March 9, 1858, she 
was married to Rev. C. M. Anderson and was a true helpmeet to 
him in all his journeyings as an itinerant preacher. 



Mrs. Martha Jane Carpenter, wife of the Rev. J. B. Carpenter, 
was born November 21, 1844. Professed faith in Christ and 
joined the Methodist Church in 1856, under the ministry of the 
late Rev. Paul F. Kistler. She was true to her profession and 
for thirty-one years to her death, February 15, 1907, she kept 
the parsonage well from Swain to Halifax. A good woman has 
gone to her reward.
